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Dexter Finally Getting His Due

All those years that James Dexter set up the Old 
Rochester Regional High School’s seating for graduation, 
the irony was not lost on the would-be Class of 1964 
member. 

Challenged by dyslexia in an era long before 
solutions overtook segregation, the 77-year-old 
Mattapoisett native grew up in a marginalized society 
that he laughs about today. But it wasn’t always as funny 
as the relentless ee 
string of jokes 
he makes while 
working 19 hours 
a week keeping 
the Rochester 
Senior Center 
and its grounds 
beautiful. 

“They 
advertised slim 
and smart and 
good looking, so I 
applied for it,” he 
said, facetiously 
detailing the job 
listing in The 
Wanderer as Rochester Council on Aging Chairman Mike 
Cambra shook his head with a grin. 

For over three years, Dexter has been a fixture at 
the Rochester COA. During that time, the town’s facilities 
manager, Andrew Daniel, became aware of the former’s 
incredible story of improvisation.

Until retiring in 2014, Dexter had worked as a 
custodian at ORR for 47 years. He had seen many classes 
come and go and even felt that he had the pulse of the 
campus, especially with special needs students. But every 
June, it was the same story, just as it had been when he 
was a child and his older sister Mary moved onto the next 
grade, but he did not. 

“Tt really bothered him,” said Daniel, who secretly 
sought out ORR Superintendent of Schools Mike Nelson 
to figure out if it was possible to get Dexter his high 
school diploma. 

Adding to his tenure of ORR firsts, Nelson did 
some research on how to award an honorary diploma, 
part of which was asking Daniel to put his request in 
writing for Nelson’s presentation to the ORR School 
Committee. “After Andrew wrote a very thoughtful 
letter,” ... Nelson brought it to the ORR School Committee, 
and it supported the request. 

The next step was to consult with the state 
Department of Elementary and Secondary Education to 
get help on completing the process. 
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Thanks to their efforts, but especially the 
way Dexter’s story resonated through his advocates’ 
testimonies, an honorary high school diploma will be 
presented to Dexter on Thursday, August 26, as the 
highlight of a noon luncheon to be held at the Senior 
Center. 

“T thought it can’t be done, you know? So you let 
it slide,” said Dexter, who had a heart-to-heart discussion 
with Daniel, unaware that his coworker would scheme on 
his behalf. “I thought that was the end of it.” 

“All this happened because people care about 
Jim. You deserve it because you work very hard here; 
everybody loves you,” said Cambra, turning to Dexter. 
“We can take or leave your jokes, Jim, but you really do 
a fantastic job, and everybody is very happy that this is 
happening.” 

Comedy is widely considered a survival skill, and 
when it came to survival, Dexter wrote the book he would 
struggle to read. 

Dyslexia set him back three years at the start of 
schooling, and he recalled a special room built downstairs 
at Center School in Mattapoisett for the ‘special’ students. 
The memory of basement-level windows shielded with 
metal fencing makes Dexter laugh to this day. 

Even though he worked in the kitchen, the looks 
and whispers took their toll until a summer job gave him 
the out he needed to avoid going back to school. As a 
kid, Dexter got a job in the toy factory that once called 
Rochester home. Later he got into construction with the 
Moran company. “They taught me what life is,” he said. “I 
could do the work. I was strong, and it was a good gang 
to work for. This is my life, I guess.” 

His parents had spent money on tutors, but 
Dexter did not achieve significant progress until he was 
assisted by a Marion-based special needs teacher he knew 
as Mrs. Minter, who diagnosed him and prescribed a 
pathway that led to a learner’s permit on the second try 
and then a driver’s license. 


“She had a book, and she explained the problem 
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and said, ‘You have (dyslexia), and it’s going to be with 


you,” recalled Dexter, who could master a four-speed CS A R [> = 
tractor but not the operator’s manual that comes with it. 


Excited at the development, he bought a truck at Sutter Plumbin g & Heatin g 
Ford in Wareham before getting his license at age 23. . : : 
“There were 50 questions; I got three wrong,” said Residential & Commercial 


Dexter, who then embarked on the driving portion of the 
test that the instructor would deem “perfect.” 

Dexter’s generation was in the crosshairs of the 
draft for the Vietnam War, but he was rejected on the

“I didn’t make it in because wasn’t quick enough 
... [didn’t read quick enough,” he said. “I felt bad because 
I couldn’t go in the service.” 

Even in the era of protests, serving in the military 
was a right of passage that dominated American culture

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When the boys would compare notes on their 
successes, Dexter learned to steer his way around such 
conversations. As a student, he had developed skills to 
cover up his reading difficulties. For example, he would 
present a teacher a paper form that needed filling out, 
making up excuses like “I broke my pen,” or whatever he 
could think up on the spot to mask his disability. 

“Thad to do some lying, to be honest with you,” 
he said. 

Anything to get by, but Dexter’s heart of gold was 
evident, and while the education system of the day hadn’t 
made the progress that would be able to mainstream lives 
like his, he was surrounded by anonymous angels. 

“God was looking after me,” he said. 

Dexter goes about town nowadays and often runs 
into people that remember him from school. 

“T went out to eat at the (Mattapoisett) Inn, and 
they paid for it. I didn’t know until after they left. I was 
going to pay, ‘Hey Jim, it’s all taken care of.’ People 
remember me,” he said. 

Concerned that he might need to return to 
the classroom and take some sort of test to receive his 
diploma, Nelson assured him, “You don’t have to go back; 
you worked hard enough for it.” 

On the job a year and a half that has been 
dominated by “pandemic talk,” Nelson was thrilled to 
start the 2021-22 school year by recognizing Dexter as 
an ORR graduate. “I believe this may be the first time an 
honorary high school diploma has been awarded in ORR 
history,” said Nelson, who called it “a great reminder of 
how important local schools are in supporting their local 


people.” 


COAs Provide Exercise and Much More

Every week several hundred people are benefiting 
from movement and exercise classes offered at local 
councils on aging. These classes provide expertise geared 
toward understanding how to use one’s body correctly 
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and what types of movements to practice in order to gain 
or regain flexibility, strength, and forward mobility. 

But today, the need has never been greater. 
The uptick for such classes is in direct correlation to 
the increasing number of baby boomers entering their 
“golden years.” Baby boomers may be the first segment of 
the population to fully embrace the importance of staying 
as fit as possible for as long as possible. After all, their life 


expectancies are pretty darn long. They are fighting to 
stay vertical and take care of themselves independently. A 
recent needs assessment conducted by Coastline Elderly 
Services found that 24 percent of respondents said they 
needed physical activity programs. 

The Councils of Aging in Rochester, Marion, 
and Mattapoisett have been providing movement 
classes for years. Each community-based organization is 
slightly different from the othersregarding what types of 
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movement programming are offered and at what cost, but 
the end game is keeping seniors strong well into those 
golden years and beyond. 

Marion COA Director Karen Gregory shared her 
point of view: “We look for something for every level of 
a senior’s ability.” She said that between chair yoga, line 
dancing, Zumba, strength and balance, and tai chi, there is 
something for just about every need. 

“But it’s more than just physically moving; it’s the 
relationships, the connections that they develop with one 
another and with the instructors,” said Gregory, noting 
that the instructors are invested in the whole individual, 
and they take the time to get to know the participants and 
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their individual needs, including that extra moment to 
ask, “How are you doing today?” and really listen to the 
response. 

“The instructors don’t just do a class and leave,” 
Gregory said. “They interact positively with the people.” 
She also noted that most classes ask for a small $2 
donation or nothing at all. All the directors interviewed 
said they are always looking for grant opportunities to 
further remove the cost burden for seniors. 

Mattapoisett’s movement programming has been 
a hallmark of service for many years and today offers 
Zumba, chair yoga, strength and balance, and Barre. 

Barre instructor Shawn Sweet explained 
the concept of this newly emerging movement style 
for seniors. “People think you have to have a ballet 
background, but that’s not true,” Sweet began, adding 
that the class does not demand a specific level of ability. 
“You move at your own pace,” but for those looking 
for a bit more of a challenge, that opportunity is also 
available. “It builds cardio strength and adds to flexibility, 
and it is zero-impact,” Sweet said, differentiating this 
form of movement class from others. Sweet believes her 
participants realize that one of the bigger takeaways is to 
“not let fear rule your life. ... Keep moving.” Amen, sister. 

Mattapoisett COA Director Jacki Coucci talked 
about the importance of sourcing qualified instructors and 
instructors who are the right fit for seniors. 

“Firstly, it isn’t always easy finding instructors for 
certain programs. We ask current instructors for referrals, 
we contact other organizations that may have instructors 
or may certify instructors, and as with most successful 
ventures, many of our instructors have been found by 
word of mouth, especially from participants who have 
taken a class at another location,” Coucci stated. “Second, 
the instructors are trained and certified in their respective 
programs. They carry personal liability insurance and 
have CPR training as well. Third, we have to ensure 
instructors are quality, quality of knowledge and training 
plus quality personalities.” 
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Eric Poulin, Rochester’s COA director, talked 
about not only the regularly scheduled classes such as 
chair yoga, strength and balance, line dancing, or the 
recently debuted Tai Chi Qigong classes but also the full 
equipment fitness room in which the community has 
invested. Membership appointments are suggested for 
exercise room use, but expanded hours have been recently 
added. 

“Here at the Rochester Senior Center, I try to 
take a holistic approach towards addressing the physical, 
social, and emotional well-being of our community 
members,” said Poulin, explaining that folks participating 
in classes or using the equipment range in age from 60 to 
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95 and at any given time may be grappling with profound 
health issues. “Many view our exercise programming as a 
form of rehabilitation or a way to improve and maintain 
strength and balance.” 

Poulin said that seniors tell him, “They see 
improvements in their balance, endurance, and flexibility, 
and they also express great satisfaction with the social 
connections that they make with other people in the 
programs.” He said for all concerned, “It’s a win-win 
proposition.” 

One instructor who has been helping seniors 
get moving and stay moving for more than 25 years is 
Strength and Balance instructor Larry Bigos of Dartmouth. 
Bigos began his fitness career in commercial fitness 
centers, but after many years of a corporate approach to 
fitness Bigos made the leap to becoming an independent 
fitness instructor. 

Taking his years of training and knowledge of 
human anatomy into senior centers just made sense 
to Bigos. “I saw a need for the older population. It 
ignited a light in my head; I could provide the type of 
programming seniors needed,” he said. “The feedback I 
get from the people inspires me to go on; it is rewarding.” 

Bigos also merits the exercise classes with 
providing those unquantifiable extra, social interactions. 
“It’s equally as important; we keep each other going!” said 
Bigos, whose Strength and Balance classes are available in 
Rochester and Marion COAs. 

Karen Corcoran was one of the area’s first senior 
fitness instructors to identify the need and peruse the 
proper training and certifications necessary for the health 
and safety of her participants. Today her classes are highly 
sought. She also acknowledged that it is a business, 
and as such, there are certain investments she’s had to 
make. “There’s liability insurance, CPR training, and the 
two-year requalifications cycles,” Corcoran shared. The 
required continuing education credits always bring her to 
a new level of understanding senior movement, which she 
believes is critical.

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“T’ve been a fitness instructor since 1989,” 
Corcoran said. As a younger woman, she embraced 
the high-impact, fast-paced exercise regimes that were 
sweeping across the nation. “But after seeing some seniors 
struggling through an aerobics class I was observing, I 
knew I could do something else for their level of need,” 
she said. 

In 1990, she started Senior Stretch in Marion at 
a local church hall. The rest is history. Today Corcoran 
remains focused on the whole-person approach to 
movement classes with mindful instructions throughout a 
class that aid the participants in achieving the maximum 
benefit. Of the people Corcoran interacts with daily, she 
said, “They inspire me. We have to stay independent, 
and that takes different forms of activity.” Some of her 
participants may only be able to tap a toe, while others 
can move about in synchronized footwork; all have a 
place in her programs. 

As the ancient wisdom states, “The journey of a 
thousand miles begins with the first step.”

The meeting room conveniently located next to 
the children’s department at the Mattapoisett Free Public 
Library was flooded with tiny tots eager to see and touch 
anything and everything associated with turtles. The 
occasion was the arrival of volunteers from Wareham- 
based New England Coastal Wildlife Alliance. They were 
visiting to share their love for ocean creatures in terms 
that helped even the smallest in the audience grasp the 
relevance of amphibious animals. 

The NECWA was founded by Carol “Krill” 
Carson, a marine biologist studying and working the 
New England shorelines since 1980. Her biography 
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Jay Gould, DVM

watching boat. Today she spends her summers whale 
watching and autumns rescuing ocean sunfish, sea turtles, 
and other marine wildlife. She has written the story of 
“Salt,” dubbed the “most famous humpback whale in the 
world.” 

Carson’s all-volunteer army of conservation- 
minded, young, interning animal lovers studies turtle- 
nesting sites, collects data shared with various state 
and other non-profit agencies, and performs rescues for 
marine animals in distress on land and in local waters. 

It is never too soon to begin teaching children 
the importance of taking care of nature in all its forms. 
Parents seemed to agree as a steady flow of little ones 
eagerly assembled themselves in chairs or across the 
carpeted floor with faces turned up and ready to absorb 
new information. And they were amazingly attentive, 
listening to Erin Maloney, the lead presenter from the 
NECWA. 

Maloney gave the wiggly squiggly participants 
the basics of turtle anatomy, flippers, paws, shell 
markings, and how the NECWA tracks the animals 
throughout their homes, aka habitats. The children were 
delighted but didn’t really believe when Maloney said 
that the turtles also have mustaches, prompting one tyke 
to shout out, “Not human ones, though?!” No, not quite 
like humans, she explained. 

Several of the children were also interested in 
what had happened to the turtles whose remaining 
shells bore evidence that these were once living animals. 
Straightforward, one child ventured, “How did that 
one get deaded?” Maloney, clinically but with careful 
attention, explained that at least one of the exhibits had 
been killed by a car while another may have been sick. 
Satisfied, the young gent smiled and simply responded, 
“OK, thanks.” 

The kids loved hearing about what the animals 
eat: small fish, mollusks, crabs, and snails. And they 
learned that, while turtles prefer saltwater locations, they 
can survive in freshwater as well. 

In talking about turtle identification, Maloney 
said that the markings on the shell are unique to each 
animal, giving them their own signature appearance. 
She even talked to the little children about the turtles’ 
nesting habits and how they can lay an average of 17 
eggs per nest. This occurs in late spring through early 
summer. Hatching is anticipated any day now. Maloney 
also touched on the work that the NECWA performs in 
checking new hatchings for abnormalities that might 
signify stress that the breeding animals are suffering or 
the general health of the local populations.

her part to help local wetlands’ wildlife. It’s an experience 
she’ll remember all her life and has further sparked her 
interest in environmental studies when she graduates 
from high school next year. 

After the fast-paced but incredibly detailed 
presentation, the children, and not just a few of the 
grown-ups whom they brought along on this day, had 
an opportunity to touch the exhibits, and then it was off 
to the fully stocked craft table with materials for creating 
turtles from shells or folded paper. 

On hand to ensure that everything anyone might 
need was being attended to was Children’s Librarian Ms. 
Chris, also known as Assistant Library Director Chris 
Matos.

Police Chief Takes Early Retirement

Mattapoisett Chief of Police Mary Lyons has 
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permanently left her position after the Town announced 
its acceptance and approval of terms for Lyons’ early 
retirement. 

Lyons, 61, had been placed on administrative 
leave in the wake of her July 17 arrest by Massachusetts 


State Police in Bourne. She pleaded not guilty in Falmouth 


District Court to charges of operating a vehicle under the 
influence and a marked lanes violation on Route 28 north. 
Lyons is due back in court on Tuesday, August 31, for a 
pre-trial hearing. 

“There is no timeline at this time for a permanent 
replacement. Given the importance of the position, the 
[Select] Board would like to ensure they put forth a 
thorough process in determining the Town’s next Police 
Chief. I can provide no further details on the retirement at 
this time,” wrote Town Administrator Mike Lorenco in an 
email reply to The Wanderer. 

In a press release issued August 5, the town 
announced that “[The] Police Department will continue 
under the interim command of Captain Jason King while 
the [Select] Board considers how best to fill this vacancy.” 

According to multiple reports, Lyons’ attorney, 
Robert Nolan, disputed the allegations and said he 
anticipates the case going to trial. 

A message seeking comment from Attorney 
Nolan was not returned in time for this edition. 
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The press release indicated that an investigation 
of the “circumstances surrounding the arrest” are 
ongoing.

Long List of Improvement Projects Addressed

On August 10, Mattapoisett’s Select Board and the 
public heard from Town Administrator Mike Lorenco on 
the current state of improvement projects, many of which 
have been wending their way through state and federal 
review processes and grant applications for years. 

None on Lorenco’s list has been more 
omnipresent than the Mattapoisett Bike Path, well into its 
two-decade trek across the town. He discussed the current 
issues with planking used on a portion of the pathway 
: — over the Eel Pond breach area, planking believed to be 
B O ATYARD inferior and failing in advance of the grand opening. 

: | Known as Phase 1b, this section is currently undergoing 
peer review to determine if the failing planking can 


BR A N DT C OVE vl iyed N fal be remediated or will require replacement, Lorenco 
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explained. It was also explained that the defective product 
had been noted by Mike Hickey, chairman of the Fire 
Station Building Committee. 

The grand opening hoped for in November 
now seems unlikely, according to Chairman Jordan 
Collyer. “No matter what happens, it will be delayed,” 
said Collyer. “I spoke to Mass DOT (Tuesday). Under no 
circumstances is the town accepting an inferior product — 
that made its way up the ladder.” 

On a brighter note regarding bike path projects, 
Lorenco reported that the connector from the end of Bay 
Club Drive off Industrial Drive terminating at the Marion 
town line is complete and “looks great and was completed 
on time.” He said that this portion of the bike path should 
be opened to the public in two weeks. The balance of 
roadway improvements along Industrial Drive was also 
discussed. 

Major drainage upgrades and surface 
improvements have been preliminarily planned for the 
commercial connector. Funding for one of the town’s 
largest roadway projects in many years will come from 
erants including a federal Economic Development 
Administration sum. Other funding sources include 
smaller grant applications and donations from the Friends 
of the Mattapoisett Bike Path. 

Looking forward even further, Lorenco said that 
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Phase 2 of the bike path project, a portion from Railroad 
Avenue that travels across Route 6 to the entrance 

of Industrial Drive has begun the earliest stages of 
exploration. 

Not officially part of the bike path but leading 
to it is the sidewalk project along the westside of 
Mattapoisett Neck Road. Lorenco and Matthew Skelly 
of Fuss and O’Neill discussed that bids for the proposed 
sidewalk from the intersection of the bike path to the 
intersection of Route 6 will most likely exceed the 
Complete Street grant sum of $237,849 by as much as 
$100,000. That prompted Collyer to say, “I was never a fan 
of this project from the beginning.” He said that crossing 
upgrades across Route 6 need to come first. Collyer 
asserted, “I’m not doing it for another penny more.” 

Skelly said the focus should remain on the 
original project, the sidewalk. The grant expires on 
October 30, but Skelly felt confident the project could start 
by then. 

The new fire station was discussed when Hickey 
brought the board members up to date. He said that an 
October dedication is well within sight. He also said that 
traffic signals are a long lead item taking as many as 24 
weeks to secure, but that matters are well in hand and 
being funded by a grant. 

Hickey said that early on as COVID-19 became 
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a problem, thoughts of not moving forward were floated 
out among committee members. But he said, “We decided 
to keep our foot on the gas.” He said by doing so before 
building material costs began their heavenly ascent the 
town has saved tens of thousands of dollars. 

Board member Jodi Bauer asked about the skate 
park located adjacent to the new fire station, which had 
a section removed to make way for the station. Further 
review will follow, it was decided, given that overall 
repairs are needed to the structure. 

Status of improvements to the Acushnet Road 
bridge and culverts was discussed. Lorenco said that an 
agreement with the contractor to absorb half the costs 
needed for a full-time detail officer for seven days over 
the target completion date had been struck. 

The board members decided to ask the public for 
feedback on whether or not to pay the estimated $7,000 or 
to have the project delayed as much as three more weeks. 
Pending feedback, the board sought to pay the money and 
“get it done.” Weather issues have caused delays, it was 
noted. 

Other projects touched on included: The 
Community Compact Study of town buildings and 
the transfer station at $60,000 is underway with the 
transfer station study a bit delayed; Long Wharf design 
and engineering for major repair project received a 
grant of $216,000, request for design and engineering 
services pending; Main, Beacon, and Water Streets and 
Marion Road TIP project needs update from engineering 
consultants VHB and comments from state agencies that 
will be invited to a board meeting by September; Highway 
Department building improvements require re-evaluation, 
as early estimates were over budget; Municipal Solar 
landfill project is on hold pending study by Eversource, 
which member Tyler Macallister said could take as much 
as five years; and a new trail through Tinkham Forest, 
third path, is being reviewed. 

Further out on the multi-million-dollar list were 
the town’s interest in becoming a Green Community,

Chairman: Law on Bailey’s Side 
Rochester Planning Board

Acknowledging the frustration of the half dozen 
abutters present for the August 10 continued public 
hearing to argue against Ben Bailey’s proposed 720-foot 
road extension at 0 Gerrish Road, Rochester Planning 
Board Chairman Arnie Johnson empathized with their 
concerns but maintained that the Planning Board is bound 
by the town’s rules and regulations. 

Translated to the case, a definitive subdivision 
plan, Johnson flat-out told Bailey’s abutters that if the 
board withheld approval of Longbow Lane, then the town 
could be sued and would lose because it would be an 
illegal infringement on the applicant's rights. 

Thus, the Planning Board voted to grant Bailey, 
who recused himself from participation as a Planning 
Board member because he happens to be the applicant, 
close to two dozen waivers, including the prescribed 500- 
foot limit of such a private road. Waivers approved also 
relieved Bailey of the requirements addressing pavement, 
planting strips, curbs and berms, sidewalks, monuments 
and markers, street trees, landscape plantings, and 
stormwater management systems (exempt from DEP 
regulations due to the project’s size). 

Asked during the hearing by Jeff Powers, who 
described himself as an engineer at Brown University, 
if the number of waivers requested by Bailey is typical, 
Johnson confirmed that to be the case. Brian Grady of 
G.A.F. Engineering, representing Bailey, noted that several 
of the waivers, including the width requirement -- the 
road will be 18 feet wide -- result in less impact to the 
neighborhood, not more. 

In answer to abutter Bob Mogilnicki’s challenge 
of the Planning Board’s purview where it concerns the 
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Eigse 
definition of the verbs “shall” and “may” in the town’s 
bylaws, Town Counsel Blair Bailey [no known relation to 
Ben Bailey] delineated between the bylaws and the rules / 
regulations, explaining to the abutters that the board is 
well within its authority to grants the requested waivers. 
Bailey furthermore laid out examples of the board’s 
actions in other cases around Rochester. 

Blair Bailey has 25 years of experience in 
municipal law, including over 21 years with the Town 
of Rochester. He told the abutters he has never seen a 
subdivision application that did not ask for at least one 
waiver and later confirmed that the 23 requested by Ben 
Bailey is an average number. 

“Subdivision regulations are waived by this board 
almost regularly,” he said. 

As a result of the board’s vote, abutters will have 
roads on both sides of their properties. 

Johnson assured the abutters that the Rochester 
Fire Department went out on the site and requested 
easements to get to the adjacent pond to pump water to 
combat any potential fires in the neighborhood and said 
they were happy with what was being presented. 

Grady took it a step further, indicating that the 
Fire Department had direct input in the design. 

Planning Board member Chris Silveira suggested 
to the abutters that they pool financial resources and offer 
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to buy the land from Ben Bailey. 

Johnson tried to steer the discussion back inside 
the purview of the board. “Unfortunately - and I’ve said 
this many times over the years — it’s not a popularity 
contest, whether we like a plan... We do issue waivers on 
every single project,” he said. “Mr. Grady’s right, if we 
cut the road to 500 foot and don’t grant (Ben Bailey) any 
of the waivers, you have a more visual eyesore than what 
you're having now.” 

Traffic concerns were expressed, but Johnson 
insisted that whatever comes of the development will be 
related to one additional residence because it is on the 
plan of record as sent to the Plymouth County Registrar of 
Deeds. 

Johnson also explained that, unlike solar projects, 
Ben Bailey’s subdivision is not required by regulations to 
provide screening to abutters. 

“You do bring up a good point about the roads, 
but unfortunately, the rules are not on the books now,” he 
told abutters. 

The board also voted to accept into the record 
of Tuesday’s public hearing all of the submittals, 
testimonials, and records from Ben Bailey’s prior 
application, which had been withdrawn in favor of anew 
application in order to correct the lot number. 

Two other public hearings involving solar were 
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continued to August 30, including Snipatuit Road Solar, 
LLC at 188-190 Marion Road and Cushman Road Solar at 
0 Cushman Road. 

Johnson told the board that the search committee 
for anew town planner met with a candidate it considers 
to be qualified and recommended that candidate to the 
Board of Selectmen to enter contract negotiations. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for Monday, August 30, at 7:00 pm. 


Open Space Not for Yard Waste 

Marion Open Space Acquisition Commission

Trees are expected to be obstacles to the Point 
Road Path -- but not yard waste. To that end, the August 
5 meeting of the Marion Open Space Acquisition 
Commission discussed ways to get that message across to 
the pathway’s abutters on Joanne Drive. 

Having asked new MOSAC member Deb Ewing 
to write a draft letter, Commission Chair John Rockwell 
offered his own version that was admittedly pointed. 

Rockwell read his draft, introducing the topic by 
noting the small fire last year on Sippican Lands Trust 
property, followed by MOSAC’s hope that Marion’s Fire 
Department gains access to the large interior wooded 
parcel in case of a fire. Improvements to the access road 
would be needed near the stormwater basin to pave the 
way. 

Alluding to his latest visit with MOSAC member 
Amanda Chace, Rockwell noticed places where yard 
waste had been dumped. 

“The town open space is not there to be a leaf 
dump or brush pile,” read Rockwell, pausing to invite 
suggestions on how the letter might be better received. He 
noted the difference between leaves and grass clippings, 
which make effective compost, and brush, which is 
conducive to spreading fire. “If you’re not sure where 
your property ends and the town property starts, please 
contact us so we can work with you to determine the 
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property boundaries.” 

Agreeing with Rockwell’s opinion that Ewing’s 
draft letter would be appropriate for a more general 
audience notice, Chace suggested grouping Rockwell’s 
final paragraph with the “leaf dump” statement and 
opening it with “As a reminder...” 

“T like the tone of Deb’s letter more than I like 
the tone of mine,” said Rockwell, who at the time of 
the meeting was trying to find out if the town is taking 
yard waste. Town Administrator Jay McGrail has since 
confirmed that Marion does accept yard waste. 

In explaining why no MOSAC members replied 
to Ewing’s email sharing the draft letter that Rockwell 
asked her to write, Rockwell explained the implications of 
Open Meeting Law, including in emails where he advised 
commission members to “never hit ‘reply all.’” 

Two commission members can discuss a matter 
in person, by phone, or via email or some other online 
platform, but a third member represents a quorum and 
any substantive discussion violates the state’s Open 
Meeting Law. 

“This is what I do,” explained Rockwell. “I send 
something out and say, “This is for discussion at the next 
meeting.” 

In their early-August visit to Point Road, 
Rockwell and Chace set offset stakes for the centerline of 
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the path, expanding on the first 500 feet to reach 1,000. 
Over the first 1,000 feet, the pathway avoiding 

large trees, but with 2,000 feet remaining, some trees at 

the curve near Joanne Drive cannot be avoided, according 

to Rockwell. “It’s that last thousand that’s problematic 

for us,” he said. “It’s a little bit windier, but it will save us 

some money from tree removal.” 

Every tree that the pathway can avoid eliminating 
saves the project $1,500 for tree removal plus $400 more to 
remove the stump. Five trees salvaged adds up to $10,000 
that can be spent another way, said Rockwell. 

Rockwell hopes that the Marion Department of 
Public Works can assist with the underbrush clearing, 
making it easier to access the pathway. “They do have a 
crew that’s capable, and they do have a woodchipper,” 
said Rockwell, who is pleased that the DPW is using 
local firm G.A.F. Engineering. “I’m sort of glad they got 
them; they do decent work. ... Every dollar counts. ... The 
most satisfying thing in a project is if you can turn money 
back.” 


“At the very least, it’s more money for unforeseen 
costs,” said Chace. 

Attending as a guest, former MOSAC Vice 
Chairman Alan Harris asked if Grassi Bog is scheduled to 
get its grass cut again. The grass there has been cut once 
this year. Rockwell said he would send DPW Director 
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Nathaniel Munafo all of MOSAC’s maintenance protocols 
to ensure they carry over from before the department's 
reorganization. 

The next meeting of the Marion Open Space 
Acquisition Commission will be held on Thursday, 
September 2, at 7:00 pm.

Abraham Holmes’ memoirs (1754-1839) were 
written expressly for the “ amusement and information” 
of his children and grandchildren but also for posterity. 
His writings are extensive and have formed the basis for 
several articles. They provide us with a deep look into the 
history and daily lives of residents in 1800s Rochester and 
Massachusetts. 

L.C. Humphrey’s Papers were gathered between 
1940 and 1953. Born in 1864, he left school in 1884 and 
began his adult life as a dairy farmer among other 
occupations. Most of his papers include his answers 
to questions being asked of him. They are particularly 
interesting because they touch on topics not covered 
in history books. While he discussed Rochester’s long 
history, he interspersed that with personal stories. We 
learn that he tried many different things to keep his dairy 
barnyard dry and clean for his cows. He tried corn husks, 
seaweed, pine needles, and lastly and most successfully, 
cranberry vines. He made and sold butter to New Bedford 
families for $0.35 a pound. In 1906, he set the boulder 
marking the site of Rochester’s first meetinghouse using 
his stone machine and a team. 

In a section on roadways, Humphrey recounts an 
experience he had around 1930. After going to a woodlot 
to find a man who was in the process of cutting logs for 
the Hathaway Mill, he was then headed to Marion. The 
man told him that he could save a mile of travel by taking 
the old road and crossing the river on an old bridge 
made of oak stringers and planks. Taking that advice, he 
approached the apparently ancient bridge and, since it 
looked safe and his horse showed no reluctance, the two 
of them proceeded. The horse went down the center of 
the bridge, which was set on a solid timber, but as they 
moved forward the wagon jolted and, looking back, 
he saw that his wagon wheels were cutting off the old, 
decayed planks. Speeding up he was able to cross the 
river safely, but it was the end of the bridge.

Pig. Starring Nicolas Cage and Alex Wolff. Directed by 
Michael Sarnoski. Running time: 93 minutes. MPAA 
rating: R. Now playing in select cinemas or on home 
streaming video. 

Frustrated viewers may pick apart Pig until there’s 
nothing left. Pig is one of those quietly opaque art-house 
wonders, in which volumes of meaning are meant to be 
expressed by what's not said. But more often than not it just 
comes across as muffled and boring, despite Nicolas Cage’s 
implosive restraint in the lead. Cage plays Robin Feld, who 
lives off the grid in the Oregon woods with his beloved 
truffle pig. The pig is great at sniffing out truffles, and 
Robin sells them to a Portland food supplier (Alex Wolff), 
whose business is in competition with his rich, shady father 
(Adam Arkin). Late at night, a couple of meth-heads break 
into Robin’s shack and steal the pig. Robin spends the rest 
of the film trying to get her back. 

Pig takes the form of a mystery wherein Robin goes 
from place to place in the big bad city, questioning various 
people. The subtext here is that Robin, who suffered a 
grave loss that pushed him into solitude, is taking a tour 
through his past ... which turns out to be the seamy, 
violent underworld of ... the Portland gourmet-restaurant 
scene. If you think about that for a minute it sounds richly 
ridiculous, and since the movie itself is so dolorous and 
glacially paced, we may not feel generous enough to supply 
metaphorical analysis to it. The movie is decidedly not for 
the sort of moviegoers who stand out in the parking lot 
afterwards saying things like “Why did he do that?” and 
“Who were all those people?” 

All those people are from Robin’s past life; they 
also represent something or another. They would have 
to, because the first-time writer-director Michael Sarnoski 
doesn’t seem to care about them as people. One scene 
between Robin and a baker is filmed entirely in long shot; 
we never even see what the baker looks like. This sort of 
pompously minimalist filmmaking makes me itchy. Pig, 

I think, is using its obscure milieu to represent the larger 
capitalist society that grinds up good people, sends them 
grieving into the woods, and steals their pigs. But the tone 
is dreary and sometimes off-putting, and the camera isn’t 
where it needs to be half the time. We can see what Sarnoski 





is going for, but the drab conception trips him up. It’s 
depressive and logy and, even at only 92 minutes, a tough 
sit. 


Cage often does manic jazz riffs, but this time he 
limits the number of notes he allows himself. It allows 
Cage to focus, bear down. The pain radiates from Robin 
in muted waves; two beatings early in the movie leave his 
face smeared with blood, which he never bothers to wash 
off. We empathize even though the specifics of Robin’s 
inner anguish are only supplied to us piecemeal. I imagine 
Cage reading the artfully fill-in-the-blanks script and 
saying “I can do something with this.” What he does with 
it is probably worth seeing, though honestly he’s been far 
better, and the movie leans too heavily on him to hold itself 
together. A key moment near the end — even here, Sarnoski 
pretentiously cuts the sound — provides the catharsis for 
the whole creaky contraption, and with anyone but Cage 
it’d be a bad joke. 

Some will succumb to the taciturn literariness of 
Pig, and others, like me, will grow restless. The narrative 
arrow couldn’t be straighter — Robin wants his pig back 
— but the filmmaking lacks urgency. I wasn’t feeling it, 
and I wasn’t buying it. It happens. I’m perfectly willing to 
concede that Pig is a work of art that just bounces off me 
for whatever reason. It’s certainly not the work of the usual 
anonymous shmoes. Sarnoski clearly cares about this story; 
I don’t at all doubt his sincerity. But the connection between 
art and us can be so delicate, so easily broken — or stronger 
than a steel cable — all depending on us. Ultimately, I think, 
the technique — recall that long shot of Robin and the 
baker — kept me at arm’s length, kept me from wanting to 
engage it as the sort of art that requires us to finish it. Some 
will finish it and come away with a compelling meditation 
on life. I came away with fragmented memories of Cage 
whenever the director got out of his way.
